It ia not 
tho doHlgn of ihe pveeont rcmfukH to in- 
dioaio f pociGo objects of cxpondilur i', 
but wo mcy bo pormiltodito enggeai tbo 
desirabiliiy of umploying tbeee tovennee, 
as far as may bo consiBtent with a due 
regard to the varioua interests of ibo 
ooaotry and the just e.xpcciaticMiH ot tho 
iuhabitantB, upon such public iiuprove- 
meuts (is shall bo enduring i» tbuir na- 
ture and ot praoiiciil uiility.
